_ MAKE FIGHT EFFECTIVE. 


Four Hundred Boys at Work, Many of 
Them Securing Men’s Wages, and 
by Bringing, Them Into a Union It 
Is Hoped to Cripple Many Plant 
Another Effort Toward Settling the 
Strike Difficulty with Allis-Chalm- 


ers Company. 

Officers of the International Association 
of Machinists, District No. 8, have decided 
to organize the apprentices of Chicago, 
Their object is to limit the number of men 
in the trade, to prevent large firms from 
using boys at boys’ wages to do men’s work, 
„and to take from the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany. the fifty boys they are em 
is an innovation. ni 
non pules demand that but one appren- 
tice be used for every five journeymen. This 
rule has been a dead letter for many years 
and there are but three journeymen to every 
apprentice. The union demands that the 
boys work two years before they become 
journeymen, but in half the Chicago shops 
the officers of the union claim this rule is 
ignored and boys who have been at work 
but half a year are given men’s labor. It 
is expected that over 400 boys will be forced 
out of the trade by the new body. 


New Step fo Settle Strike. 

The Executive board of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor last night decided to take 
up the Allis-Chalmers strike and attempt 
to have the firm settle the matter. The Na- 
tional Civic: federation has opened the way 
for negotiations, and President Bowman of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor believes 

the firm can be induced to give up its dis- 
crimination agreement and take back all of 
Its old men. 

An attempt will be made by the Federated 
Clerks to get the Drug Clerks’ union to affil- 
late with them. At present the two organ- 
izations are not on friendly terms. 

Will Fight Prison Work. | 

Labor leaders who are opposed to contract 
labor in the. State penal institutions have 
decided to call on the Chicago Manufactur- 
ers’ association to begin a legal campaign 
against it. This will include an examina- 
tion into the. books of the Pontiac reforma- 
tory and the Joliet penitentiary, which, labor 
men say, show that the firms that have 
the contracts there are not living up to 
them. The labor men are eager to have the 
fight begin at once. 

Yesterday Secretary Walter Carmody of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor wrote to 
C. M. Chipperfield of Decatur, the attorney 
for the association, and asked him to begin 
suit. The Secretary also called a meeting 
of President James H. Bowman of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, President Hill of 
the Manufacturers’ association, and three 
delegates from the Anti-Convict Labor 
league. The present situation was discussed, 
and charges were brought against labor 
leaders in the southern part of the State, ac- 
cus! them of trying to prevent convict 
labor from becoming a live issue. 

Discord Among the Musicians. 

The musicians of the city were excited 
yesterday. The threatened secession from 
the federation of all those who are opposed 
to “rag time and “ waltz songs’ arrayed 
two factions of the organization against 
each other. The federation has now. over 
2,000 members, and of these about 100 are 
classed as musicians of the highest grade, 
These men afe to a unit opposed to popular 
‘music, and have long been anxious to form 
a. club within the federation and have its 
members demand the highest of prices for 
their work. This faction is led by Sig. Pas 
quale Caprone, and those who are back of 
him have been holding meetings and will 
formally organize next Monday. 

More Tilt Employes Quit. 
Three hundred employés of the J. E. Tilt 
Shoe company have gone out on a strike to 
force the proprietors to raise the wages of 
‘the thirty-six lasters who struck recently, 
This Mr. Tilt has refused to do, but s 
that he is willing to take them back at their

‘SIDEWALK STANDS TO GO. 

Two or three weeks ago the Council 
passed an order for the removal of all | 
“ stands and booths” from the side walks. 
It applies to the whole city, and by its terms 
should have gone into effect at once. The 
Mayor decided, however, that its enforce- 


ment should be postponed until Feb. 15, 


accordingly on the venders affected. 

It has been customary for the city to issue 
permits for these stands—including flower 
baskets at the curb and bootblack chairs 
at corners or in aileys—at monthly rentals. 
From 350 to 400 stands are said to be main- 
tained under such permits, chiefly in the 
business district, and a revenue of about 
$14,000 was derived therefrom last year. 
But merchants—especially florists—have 
often objected to this sidewalk trade, and 
with the increasing congestion in down-town | 
streets the genuine arguments for its re- 


Whether the sweeping order, however, 
passed by the Council was judiciously con- 
ceived or not, may perhaps be open to ques- 
tion. It is not to be denied that there isa 
popular prejudice in favor of the “ pic- 
turesque aspect lent to the streets by 
pyramids of oranges and bunches of 
flowers. There are also some small 
wares "--newspapers and fruit are per- 
‘haps the typical examples— which are best 
handled on the plan of having many and 
easily accessible rather than large distribut- 
ing points. Street stands meet such cases, 
It is true, too, that sue stands are not 
everywhere a practical obstrction to travel, 
and even in the down-town district there 
are places, at least under the loop stair- 
ways, where stich stands could probably he 
so conducted as to be a distinct accommoda- 
tion without being a material inconvenience 
to the public. 

If some artist would design a handsome 
substairway kiosk, in which certain legiti- 
mate street trades could be carried on with |. 
proper protection from the weather, it 
might be possible to utilize his ideas. Mean- 
while, several hundred Greek fruit venders 
are presenting their resolutions against the 
order to the Mayor, who, rather against 
his will, promises to enforce it at the de- 
ferred date indicated. Its wisdom is likely 
thus to be put to a practical test. .- 
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| THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

Certain friends of the decimal notation 
have introduced into Congress a bill that 
provides for the compulsory adoption of the 
French system of weights and measures. 
Similar bills have come up before, and there 
seems reason to believe that similar bills 
will have to come up again. There is little 
chance that their object can be attained 
at the present time. The people are not 
ready for it. It would be well, perhaps, if 
Americans could give up thinking in feet 
and inches and pounds and ounces, but just 
now ‘they are far from doing so. They see 
no reason why they should do so. 

Manufacturers, of course, who send their 
goods abroad are driven by self-interest to 
using the metrie system, as well as all other 
systems that are to be found in the world. 
If a man is exporting to Japan he does well 
to weigh and measure his product according 
to Japanese methods. If he is exporting to 
France he does well to work in meters, li- 
ters, and grams. This is perfectly natural 
and decidedly profitable. In much the same 
way the scientist is obliged to be familiar 
with other systems of weights and measures 
besides his own. Especially is this the case 
with the metric system. European success 
in scientific research has brought the deci- 
mal system into all the laboratories of this 
country. But if the manufacturer who ex- 
ports merchandise and the scientist who 
imports learning be excepted, there are few 
persons in the United States to whom the. 
introduction of a new system is of much con- 
cern. Most men think easily and rapidly 
in terms of the weights and measures to 
which they have become accustomed, or, as 
one might better say in the case of our com- 
plicated| English system, inured. Besides, 
to change the system now would be an in- 
finitely greater task than it was when the 
French brought the metric scale into being. 
The immense material development of the 
United States is all measured by pounds, 
and feet, and gallons. Railroads, buildings, 
all machinery, everything material is bound 
up in the old terms. ‘To translate those 
terms in other and unfamiliar terms by act 
of Congress would be difficult and unwise. — 

Any one who so wishes may use the metric 
system now. The act of 1866 guarantees 
that. The whole matter is in the hands of 
the people. If the people choose to abolish 
the old tables, well and good. But as things 
are at present it would be better not to en- 
deavor to abolish them in any other way. 

THE DANGERS OF THE CITY. 

The explosioh on’ Archer avenue on 
Wednesday evening, by which eleven lives 
were lost, many persons injured, and con- 
siderable property destroyed, was one of a 
class always liable to occur by reason of 
carelessness. Explosibns of this kind are 
frequent, but it is rare that they are as 
disastrous as this one. It may have been 
occasioned by an attempt to thaw out a 
chilled gas pipe by the unfortunate owner 
of the shop and that he used a lighted candle, 
which set off a body of gas that had es- 
caped through some leak. Even if this be 
correct, it is hard to understand why the 
explosion should have been so terrific if it 
was a simple leak, or why the victim should 
not have been aware that the gas was es- 
eaping by his sense of smell, and have had 
enough sense not to hunt for the leak with 
a light. It is quite possible that in some 
way he was extremely careless. The acci- 
dent may have been due to escaping hatural 
gas or to a defective boiler, but even then 
it hardly could have occurred if ordinary 
precautions had been taken. 

Whatever may have been the cause, the 
accident illustrates the dangers which con- 


— 


} stantly lie in wait for the dweilers in large | 


cities and which when least expected are 
liable to involve serious disaster to property 
and fatality to life. In an article upon 
our navy by Admiral Melville, to which 
Tue Trisune already has made reference, 
the writer dwelt with special emphasis 
upon the danger to pur battleships by rea- 
son of theit highly complicated interior or- 
ganism—thealmost innumerable cylinders,

directly involve the safety of the vessel. 
The Admiral also stated that the most ex- 
pert engineers and mechanicians.in the navy 
are now busy on the problem how to miui- 
mize the danger from this,source. 

The internal condition of the battleship 


is not unkike the underground condition of 
a large city. Beneath many of its sidewalks 
‘are boilers, some of which may be defective. 


Beneath the pavements gas pipes, water 
pipes, sewer pipes, and electrical conduits 
are so crowded together that it would be 
dificult to lay another pipe, and it is a 
serious problem how to.construct a modern 
building without danger from a disturbance 
of this complicated underground system of 
pipes. There is always the possibility of 
a leakage of gas without its being known, 
which is liable at any time_to cause ex- 
plosions; of escaping water which may flood 
property; of exploding boilers, and of the 


dangers from electricity. As cities grow 


these dangers naturally increase, for this 
underground network of pipes cannot be 
constantly watched, and so long as human 
effort is subject to its present limitations 
there is little hope that construction will 
not be faulty in some respects and that work- 
men will not be careless. Nor considering 
the defects of existing political systems 
is it reasonable to expect perfect inspection. 
Careless inspection is quite as frequent as 
careless construction. The public, how- 
ever, has the right to expect that these 
dangers shall be minimized, and some of 
them can be entirely removed by frequent 
and faithful inspection. As to the others, 
they should be guarded against as far as it 
is possible to do so. No disasters, at least, 
which are preventable, should be allowed to 


happen.

Otherwise he would know that female 
diplomatic envoys and Ministers Plenipo- 
tentlary are by no means “a rather up- to- 
date idea,“ but, on the contrary, a rather 
antiquated notion. History records the fact 
that quite a number of women have in the 
past been accredited and received as full - 
fledged envoys at foreign courts. Thus, the 
Countess de Guebriant, the wife of 
French Marquis of that name, was duly 
accredited as Minister Plenipotentiary of. 
France at the court of Ladisias IV., King 
of Poland, in 1646, while the noted Cheval- 
ler & Bon, well known to be a woman in 
spite of her masculine garb, was for several 
fledged Ambassador of France 


These women were not mere semi-officta) 
diplomatic agents, such.as Russia, Italy, 
France, and other European countries have 
been in the habit of employing, among the 
most famous being the Princess Lise Trou- 
betskoi, Princess Lieven, Mme. de Novikoff, 
Mme. de Lex, the Countess de Castiglione, 
and the Duchess Litta, ete., but were, on 
the contrary, full-fisdged “ Ambassadors ” 
at the head of the recognized embassy ac- 
credited to the court of the country in which 
they were stationed. 

It has more than once been suggested by 
people ignorant of this fact that the United 
States with its progressiveness might one 
day appoint a woman Ambassador to a for- 
eign court and thus revolutionize the diplo- 
matic service as it now exists. While there 
are obvious advantages in 
there are likewise several drawbacks, nota- 
bly with regard to the question of promo- 
A male diplomat becomes more val- 
uable as years go by, owing to the ripen- 
ing of his experience and of his judgment. 
With feminine diplomats thecontrary would 
be the case. For their fascinations diminish 
rather than increase with years, and it is 
their power of fascination that 
constitutes their chief value, 
So that whereas, in the case 
of men, diplomats begin as mere attachés, 
graduate as secretaries,‘and finally develop 
into gray-halred Ambassadors, women would 
have to begin in the full bloom of youth and 
beauty on the highest rung of the diplomatic 
ladder—that is to say, as full-fledged en- 
voys—descend to the rank of secretaries 
when they reach the stage of fair, fat, and 
forty, and finally wind up as mere at- 
fachés at 50 or 60. 3

On the eldest of these children King Will- 
lam conferred a peerage—namely: the EKarl- 
dom of Munster—granting the younger chil- 
dren the same status and precedence as if 
they had been the sons and dgughters of 
a Marquis, Although the illegitimate fam-. 
ily of King William IV. obtained large sums 
from the national treasury, amounting to 
several milton dollars, yet the Earidom of 
Munster is probably the poorest peerage in 
the House of Lords, and I doubt if the new 
Earl, who has no fortune of his own, suc- | 
ceeded to anything else excepting the empty 
title and possibly some Ilabilities inherited

American Committee on Medieval and 
Modern Literatures Appointed, with 


Dr. Spingarn as Secretary. 


The International Congress of Historical 
Societies, which met at The Hague in 1898 
and at Paris in 1900, will hold its third meet- 
ing at Rome during April, 1902. The con- 
gress will consist of sixteen sections, includ- 
ing all the departments of historical sci- 
ence; and as the section on medieval and 
modern literature is as yet unrepresented 
by American scholars, an American com- 
mittee, including Professor C. M. Gayley of 
the University of California, Professor Henry 
A. Beers of Yale, Dr. F. I. Carpenter of Chi- 
cago, Dr. J. B. Spingarn of Columbia, and 
Professor H. A. Rennert of the University 
of Pennsylvania has been appointed. 

The aim of the committee will be to inter- 
est the American public in the literary sec- 
tion of the congress and fo increaseits mem- 
bership; obtain an adequate representation 
of American scholars in the section, so that 
European scholars may become more famil- 
lar with American work in literary scholar- 
ship; and consider the possibility of inducing 
the congress to hold its next meeting in 1904 
in some American city. 

The membership fee of 12 francs which 
should be sent to the President of the sec- | 
tion, Professor Francesco Novati, 285 Via 
Borgonuovo, Milan, Italy, procures the pub- 
lications of the congress and a number of 
important special privileges, including re- 
duced rates on Italian railroads.

Tom Brown, the 42 accused of attacking 
Miss Della Powe 16-year-old schoolgiri, 
was lynched here this afternoon. The women

The mob, baffled in its attempts to lynch 
Brown last night, waited until this morning. 
Brown was taken from jail by the Sheriff 
and hauled to Miss Powell’s home. A crowd 
of 100 armed men, led by the girl’s brother, 
accompanied the Sheriff and his posse. 

The girl fully identified the negro as the 
one who attacked her as she was going from 
Jessamine Institute to her brother’s home 
last evening, 

The Sheriff and his posse tried to reach the 
jail with the prisoner, but the fact that the 
girl had identified her assailant became 
known, and her brother and his friends pur- 
sued the carriage. This mob was reinforced 
by the crowd waiting at the jail. 

As the carriage dashed up the mob sur- 
rounded and seized the negro and dragged , 
a from the authorities, who were nelp- 
ess. 

Brown was hurried to the courthouse yard, 
two blocks away, where a rope was quickly 
put around his néck, thrown over the limb 
of a tree, and he was drawn up. He strangled
